as Chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission from 1953 to 1961, 
that the Soviets originally agreed to on-site inspection and also 
to the establishment in the Soviet Unite of 21 internationally- 
maimed centre! poets. Although the number of Inspections was 
never agreed to. nor was fit specifically discussed, the principle 
of on-site inspection was recognised by the Soviets through the 
early years of negetiatlon. It soetns to me that they have made 
no great concession in agreeing to 2 or 3 on-site inspections 
sack year in view of the prior understandings te this subject.
